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PLATERS DAY AT LATONIA 

FLORAL TARK WINS THE FEATURE RACE 
AND IS BARRED HEREAFTER. 

Blanchita Takes a Race for Owner McDowell — 
Stewards Inquire Into Inconsistent Running — 
Official Announcement of Juarez Opening. 



Cincinnati, O., October 13. — Today’s card was 
somewhat below the Latonia standard. Horses of 
ordinary calibre contested most of the races, but 
no fault was found with the sport, for it was 
■wholesome and the purses keenly contested. The 
feature, if such it could be termed, was a selling 
handicap at one mile and an eighth, "which resulted 
in a victory for Floral Park by a narrow margin 
over Syrian, with Yenghec leading Solid Rock, the 
only other starter. The quartet ran closely grouped 
from the start. Floral Park was the outsider of 
tin* race and disposed of Syrian, the favorite, in 
the last sixteenth. It was Floral Park’s first win- 
ning race in a long time. 

Trainer T. P. Hayes saddled another winner, 
when Kinney managed to scurry home in advance 
of the sprinters he met in the three-quarters al- 
lowance race. He had to lie urged strongly to 
outstay Arch Plotter, a first-time starter here. 

Jim Wakely proved best of the maidens in the 
opening dash and won easily from .1. C. Stone. 

Matin was lucky to win the second race, as Spring 
Song, a first-timer owned by T. <’. McDowell, 
was ls*st and was beaten only because of green- 
ness at the barrier, which caused her to bo prac- 
tically left at the post. 

The McDowell colors were carried to victory in 
the third race |>y Blanchita. 

Weather and track conditions wore again perfect 
for the sport and a surprisingly large crowd was 
on hand. Speculation was also of generous vol- 
ume. 

The activity of the stewards continues and R. 
P. Dickinson was given a severe grilling this morn- 
ing by the officials, for the inconsistent running 
of Guide Post. He was told in no uncertain 
language that consistency on the part of his horses 
would Is* expected in the future. The stewards 

also issued notice after Floral Park’s victory today 
that her entry in the future would not be accepted 
at this track. “It is manifestly unfair to other 
well behaved starters in a race with her that she 
should delay the start and probably cause them to 
be away badly, because of the starter’s desire that 
t-he should not have t lie worst of the send-off.” 
Said Steward Charles F. Price; “We intend to 
treat all bad actors alike and bar them on justi- 
fication.” 

Spring Wheat’s victory was followed by a sum- 
mons for owner Perkins to explain that horse’s had 
showing in his last start and his sudden improve 
raent today. Perkins had u lengthy session with 
the stewards and his explanation, that the addition 
of blinkers to the horse’s equipment today, was re- 
sponsible for his improved showing, was accepted. 

Christopher J. FitzGerald stopped off briefly 
last night enroute to Watervillc. His mission 
there is to give a brief talk on behalf of horse 
husbandry to tlie farmers in this section. There 
is a fair going on at Watervillc at present under 
the patronage of George F. Frey Tower, son of 
the former Ambassador to Russia. Mr. Tower is 
much interested in breeding and has the stallion 
Redeye, by The Commoner, serving the mares of 
the farmers in his section free of cost. He also 
recently added forty mares that he secured i 
Canada to his establishment.

K. Macomber would move his house-boat to Ha- 
vana harbor and that he would also ship about 
dozen racers there to carry his colors at Oriental 
Park next winter.

BAD ACCIDENTS AT PIPING ROCK. 



New York, October 13. — Four steeplechase jockeys 
were dangerously hurt yesterday at tho autumn race 
meeting of the Piping Rock Association at Locust 
Valley. L. I. One died last night and another may 
be fatally hurt. A crowd of more than 3,000, many 
of tlie leading residents of tlie north shore colony, 
saw the accidents. 

William Murplij\ who rode tlie thoroughbreds be- 
longing to Joseph E. Davis, died in the Nassau Hos- 
pital from a fracture of the skull; Ernest Heider, 
one of America’s foremost cross-country riders, is 
in a temporary hospital in the Piping Rock club- 
house suffering from concussion of tlie brain and in- 
ternal injuries; Arthur Lee is at Jamaica with a 
broken collar bone and internal injuries, and 
William Hogan is at his home with a savage gash 
in the back of his head and bruises on body and 
face. 

So quickly did the accidents follow each other, 
that it was impossible to give the riders prompt 
medical attention. Murphy, Hogan and Lee came 
to grief in the Harbor Hill Cup, while Dr. Sawicki 
of the Nassau County Hospital was still working 
over Heider, who had been crushed by the hoofs of 
his mount in the previous race, the Piping Rock 
Subscription Steeplechase. In liis desire to save 
Murphy’s life Dr. Sawicki was compelled to turn 
Heider over to a local physician, administering 
only first aid to Hogan und to neglect Lee en- 
tirely.

S. M. Henderson claimed Miss Kruter, when she 
last raced at Latonia, for $1,050. 

T. II. McCreery has purchased for A. J. Davis 
the three-year-old chestnut gelding. No News, and 
will convert him into a jumper for the races next 
year. King Simon, also from the Davis string, has 
been retired for the year owing to an accident in 
his last start. 

Auckland, N. Z., trainers complained they had 
difficulty in getting jockeys to ride work at Ellers- 
lie. and tin* matter received the attention of the 
district committee. The outcome was the follow- 
ing circular, signed by the secretary* Mr. J. F. 
llartlatid: “I am instructed by the district com- 

mittee to advise you that any jockey failing to at- 
tend regularly at tin* tracks to ride work may have 
his license withdrawn by the committee.” 

In the course of a case in the Auckland. N: Z., 
police court recently, in which a lMM*kmakcr was 
fined, it was stated that the constable who hud 
made the bets had managed to secure three wins 
out of four t»ets. This led the magistrate to re- 
mark that the constable “must have known some- 
thing.” As a matter of fact, the Auckland Herald 
states, the constable was qinte ignorant of any of 
the horses, and as he was supplied with govern- 
ment money to make the 1 m ts, the winnings have 
to go into the state treasury. 

The secretary of the Western District Racing 
Association has Received an application from a 
Forties woman for a license as a bookmaker’s 
clerk. In Sydney some years ago a woman clerk 
figured at our race meetings for a time, and a few 
mouths back the shortage of males owing to the 
war caused tin* employment of women as totalisa- 
tor clerks at a couple of New Zealand fixtures.

The speaker, for some 
reason or other, may have been in a rather bitter 
mood when lie delivered himself this way, but. none 
the less, it would be interesting to know how many, 
mid how often. Australian trainers with big teams 
have during the past dozen years won sufficient in 
stakes to go near covering the annual cost of horses 
in their stables.
